BIG PACKERS 


Is Placed in Solitary Confinement 


Following Alleged Plot for 


Jail Delivery 


Murysville, Ohio, Sept, 14.—Follow-, 


ing the discovery ol an .-ille'ged at-! 
tempt to escape from the state re-' 
formatory for women here, Mrs. Eva 
Catherine Kaber, who is serving a 
lite sentence for the murder of her 
husband, a wealthy Cleveland pub- 
lisher, today was reported by reform- 
atory officials to have instituted a 
Cour-day hunger strike ten days ajfo, 
when the alleged plot was dlscovsreu, 
and the Wcis placed in solitary con- 
finement, 


Mrs Kaber is still in solitary con- 


finement today- Mrs Louise Mitten- 
dorf. superintendent of the reforma- 
tory, anounced that the conspiiacy 
was discovered when she intercepted 
letters written to Mrs. Kabor by Miss 
Marian McArdle, her daughter, who 
is in a Cleveland Jail awaiting trial 
for complicity in the murder. 


According to Mrs. Mittendorf, Mrs. 


Kaber 
smuggled 
out 
two letters, 


through the aid of a sewing room 
matron, to a "Mr. Sademan" oC Xew 
York, 
and 
an unknown person In 


Cleveland, plotting a jail delivery m 
which lire. Kaber was to make good 
her escape. The conspiracy provided 
that violence, even to the murder of 
Mrs. Mittendorf and her husband, was 
to have been ustjd, II necessary, Mrs. 
Mittendort said today. 


According to Mrs. Mittendorf. Mrs. 


Kaber offered the sewing room at- 
endant, whose name was not made 
public, $5,000 for smuggling out the 
letters, Mrs. Kaber Is alleged -to have 
told the sewing room attendant that 
she was to receive (50,000 from a 
moving picture company for her life 
story. Mrs. Mxttendort was to have 
received J5.000 of this amount, and

CITY SUES PAPER 


-FOR TEN MILLION 


Verdict in Chicago Case Would 


Virtually Put Tribune Out 


of Butineu 


Chicago, Sept. H. — Whether a 


city or other municipal corporation 
ma; sue a newspaper for libel, alleg- 
ing damages ai)[n'oxirnatins the value 
of the entire establishment of the lat- 
ter, and, through a verdict for the 
full sum, \lrtually put the newspaper 
out of business, will l>e one of the 
chief Issues In the case of the city Of 
Chicago against the Chicago Tribune, 
which is to l)e railed for hearing on 
September 22. 


The suit, filed in circuit court In 


December, 1WUO, after a bitter Illinois 
Republican primary campaign of that 
year, asks damages for $10,000,000, 
alleging thai public charges against 
the tlnancial part of Major William 
Hale Thompson's administration hud 
Impaired the city's credit and liam- 
peied the conduct of municipal busi- 
ness. A similar suit has been illed 
against the Chicago Daily News. 
In 


each Instance, the city sued in Hu cor- 
porate capacitj. 


Thirty-six news items or editorials, 


published 
by the 
Tribune between 


June 15 and September la. 1920. a,re 
cited by the city's attorncjs as the 
basis, for the suit. Many Of them de- 
clared lUtty that the city was "broke," 
Others referred -to the use of sciipt

Workmen Drenched With Flaming 


Oil Before The; Could 


Leap to Safety 


Philadelphia, Sept, 14.—Ten 
men 
are known to have !>een Killed and 
more than a score Injuj-ed, sex-eral ot 
nhom nro expected to die, in the sec. 
ond serious (ire to visit the big Point 
Breeze plant of the Atlantic Rennirg 
company in a month. 
Three inoro 


men are reported missing and may 
nave been burned to death beneath 


ming tanks of petroleum. 
The fir* was preceded by a terrific 


explosion which drenched 
workmen 


with flaming oil before they could leap 
to safety, lulling several instantly. 
•Others employed further back from 
the tanks were sprayed with the seer- 
ing petroleum and painfully Injured. 
Only prompt action by the company's 
organised rescue squads prevented the 
death 1'St from mounting higher, wit- 
nesses declared. 


A dense pall ot smoke accompanied 


the first blast, making It difficult tor 
the rescnerfs to reach men who wcro 
frantically trying to save themselves 
from beJng burned to (Seath. 


Trapped iu the Flumes. 


The explosion occurred in the nortn 


section of the yard 
where several 


hundrad men are employed 
In 
the 


manufacture of naptha. 


Many o* these work in underground 


tunnels where tires that boil the crude 
product into naptha are maintained. 
Some ot the dead were trapped in 
these tunnels by veritable rivers of 
liquid nre. So fast did the blaze travel 
that even those working In section ot 
the tunnel some distance from the 
tanks In which the explosion occur- 
red could not leap to safety before bo 
ing badly burned 


The Intense heat hampered the ef- 


forts of rescue workers. Flames shol 
more than 100 feet in the air, ntid 
the under-tunnel 
passage s became 
seething masses of fire close to which 
city firemen were unable to approach 
lor several hours. 
It is feared the threa mlsalns men 


were trapped in these tunnels and 
•nor^HtJp*-is entertained,tor"1 them I 
such IB the case. 


Most of the bodies recovered were 


burned beyond recognition. Several of 
the victims were working >.n a scaf- 
fold only a few feet from the ex- 
plosion. 
Before they could make 


move to save themselves, they were 
hurled to tne ground • aflame 
from 


head to foot.

explain the explosion, the second fatal 
accident ot the kind to occur in a 
month. The firs', was 01. August 14 
when nve men wertt killed and prop- 
erty damage to the extent of a million 
dollars was caused.

baseball team to this country this sum- 
mer has attracted considerable atten- 
tion and the team has held Its own 
pretty well, says th* East and West 
New.. 


Th* western fames, as they ar* 


played In Japan, are essentially stn- 
dentr recreation. Baseball stands pre-' 
eminent among them. It Is played by 
alt classes of students, Including th« 
primary school children, as well a* 
college men. 


The first baseball team in Japan 


was formed some thirty years ago, s.nd 
th« game became widely known in 
1808, when a game was played between 
the team of the First College of Tokyo 
and an American team. In that game 
th* Japanese moat unexpectedly de- 
feated the American team, which 
evoked wild excitement in the country. 
Ibt event created great Interest and 
enthusiasm of the people tn baseball, 
and It speedily became the moat popu- 
lar sport of the country. 


The most remarkable event In the 


Japanese annals of baseball was the 
: expedition of the Waseda team to 
America tn 1905. Prom the standpoint 
ot the scores made the visit was a 
failure, because In most of th« games 
•played It was defeated. It was In the 
.consequent 
revolution In Japanese 


,b*aseball playing that the event proTed 
fruitful, from this time on the f*rae 
ceased to be a children's ptay and be- 
'came the object of systematic study 
and discipline. Much money was ex- 
pended, 
tveU-knonm 
coaches 
were 


hired, men were trained as profes- 
sional baseball men are trained. The 
result of the* Innovation was the ap- 
pearance In Japan of two strong rival 
college teams, Waseda and Kel«. These 
two rival teams competed for suprem- 
acy for many years. 


Ever since that time a cosmopolitan 


spirit arose In th« Japanese baseball 
world and various college teams of 
America were invited to Japan, and 
many Japanese team* visited Amer- 
ica. The pnlveralty of Chicago team 
'msd« two expeditions to Japan, each 
time returning victorious. 


Tbe moat exciting event of the Jap- 


anese baseball -was staged lost autumn 
when an American professional team, 
composed of men from the major 
leagues, visited Japan and played with 
some college teams there, Tbe match, 
of course, was similar to a battle of 
a lion and on ass. What Interested 
the fans mast was the finished form 
of standard play which the great play- 
era displayed for the first time. In 
Japan.

C»rrl«* Hundred* of Wire* From D»- 


trolt t» Canada Undor th» 


Detroit River. 


Detroit, Mich,—Whnt Is said ta he 
the largest telephone cable In the 
world wns in Id across the E>etroit 
river recently between Detroit and 
Windsor, Ont., making It possible to 
conduct 600 conversations elroultnne- 
onsly there between the United States 
and Canada. 


Direct trunk line connections be- 


tween ench of Detroit's 10 central of- 
fices ana the offices of the Canadian 
comp-jiy are made possible, obviating 
the need of baud ling calls between the 
two cities on a long distance basis. 
The new cable makes provision for 
the growth ot both cities. It is esti- 
mated It will take care of Detroit's 
needs up to a population of 2.000,000. 


The cable has 408 pairs of wires, Is 


three ana five-elghtn Inches tit diame- 
ter and 8,000 feet lone, and has an 
aggregate weight of 30.S70 rounds. It 
lies on the river bed, 48 feet deep In 
places.
